Mexico City, July 16—General Vic- 


toriana Huerta, provisional president 
of Mexico resigned at 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. 


Francisco Carbajal, minister of for- 


eign affairs, will act as provisional 
president until a president is elected. 


The Resignation. 


Huerta presented, his resignation as 


president of the republic to the cham- 
ber of deputies last evening, through 
the department of foreign relations. 


The resignation was referred to a 


committee, after it had been read. 


The deputies and spectators who 


filled the galleries 
shouted 
"Viva 


Hnerta!" 


At 7: 20 o'clock last evening Fran- 


cisco Carbajal took the oath of presi- 
dent before the assembled deputies 
and senators. 


The new executive, escorted by the 


presidential guards, went immediate'/ 
to the national palace. He was cheered 
by the people. 


All members of the Huerta cabinet 


have tendered their resignations. 


The First News. 


The newspapers story of Huerta's 


resignation was the first intimation 
the great mass of people here had 
that the dictator's regime had passed 
with Francisco Carbajal succeeding as 
president. 


Will Help to Prevent Rioting. 
The news caused 
no 
perceptible 


•change in the capital's daily life. With 
soldiers patrolling principle streets 
the night passed quietly. The troops 
and police are redoubling their efforts 
to prevent a possible outbreak today. 


The Madero leaders indorse Carba- 


jal and will urge Carianza to coop- 
erate with the Americans in main- 
taining peace. Other foreigners are 
advised to remain indoors. Should a 
regin of terror develop the interna- 
tional squadrons on the eas' coast are 
likely to rush marines to the scene. 


Carranza Acquesces. 


Saltillo, Mexico, July 16—General 


Carranza is willing to abide by the 
tenure of provisional President Car- 
bajal, provided it is but a step to the 
final triumph of the revolution. Upon 
the fiist sign of dickering or treach- 
ery Carranza will complete the cap- 
ture of the capital. 
This was made 


plain by Carranza's confidants here. 


May Leave Under Escort. 


Washington, July 16—Rear ad- 


miral Badger reported to the navy de- 
partment last night that reports 
reaching Vera 
Cruz said 
General 


Huerta and General Blanquet would 
"leave Mexico City by train under es- 
cort." There was no mention of desti- 
nation, but officials here think the re- 
lired dictator will go to Puerto Mexico 
to board a foreign man-of-war for 
Europe. 


Word also came that the special 


train with members of the families of 
Huerta and Blanquet are proceeding 
to Puerto Mexico. Advices received 
here report that they passed Cordoba 
at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, tak- 
ing the Vern Ciuz Isthmus railroad. 


Assault on Mexico City. 


Washington, July 16—Generals Ob- 


regon and Gonzales will lead, and 
Villa will support the final assault 
oa. Mexico City. 


This is the information 
received 


here by Constitutionalists representa- 
tives yesterday. It Indicates, 
they 


say, that Villa is now willing to 
assume a subordinate position to em- 
phasjze that the 
CoaatttuttoiHaliiKs 


are again a unit. Preparations for 
a forward movement they say are 
complete, and only wait 
arrival of 


needed 
ammunition for Obregon's 


army. Thia will be rushed to him 
at once from Tamplca, the schooner 
Sunshine, with an enormous cargo 
abroad, having docked 
there last 


night. 


Fear a Zapata Raid. 


If Huerta and Blanouet leave the 


capital officials say the last restrain- 
ing force which can prevent looting 
will be eliminated 
They fear this 


will be the signal for a Zapata raid. 
The bandit is near the capital with 
a large force. He has wanted to raid 
it for many months. Carranza has 
alleged that Zapata will act 
with 


him .If he does the situation will 
he simplified; if not, and foreigners 
suffer, the United States is 
very 


likely to be held responsible 


Word has been sent to Carranza 


to protect foreigners in Mexico City 
at all hazards 
It is hoped that if 


Huerta flees the Constitutionalist wll 
rush his forces to the capital with 
all possible speed. If he does so, 
and looting is prevented, then 
a 


final satisfoatory settlement can be 
qulokly reached

FOR PEDAGOGUE JOBS 


Pass Examination For Provi- 


sional Certificates 


The examinations for provisional 


teachers certificates closed on Mon- 
day, July 13. There were 370 appli- 
cants for certificates and 348 were 
granted. Many of those who took the 
examination were High school gra- 
uates. James Weber, the validictor- 
ian of the class of 1914 at the Clear- 
field High school, ranked highest in 
the list when the papers were cor- 
rected. 


There were 72 applicants for pro- 


fessional certificates in the townships 
this being the largest class in years. 
Fifty-seven certificates were granted. 
The permanent examination was held 
in Brookville and 7 certificates were 
granted. 


There are 537 schools in the county 


Many of the teachers employed are 
normal graduates, and each year more 
school boards are demanding that 
their teachers have normal training. 
There are a great many more teach- 
ers applying for schools this year 
than will be needed. This gives an 
opportunity to the directors to chose 
those who aie best fitted for the work 
There is surely no need of employing 
teachers who cannot perform success- 
fully the work of teaching a school 
when there are so many to chose from

equipment for the analyzing of the 
milk and water offered for consump- 
tion in Clearfield; directing placing 
of crossings and arranging for con- 
structing at least one sanitary sewer. 


Prior to the 
meeting of council 


Daniel Rhinesmith was sworn in by 
the burgess as a councilman from the 
Third ward, having been elected to fill 
the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Abram Tate. 
Mr. Rhinesmith will 


serve till January, 1916, his sucessor 
being chosen at the election in Novem 
ber, 1915. 


Money for Firemen. 


Burgess Callahan made a number of 
recommendations regarding sidewalks 
and turned in a check for $350, li- 
cense fees collected. The firemen will 
receive $54.60 as their share of the li- 
cense fees granted on the Fourth of 
July. 


The borough treasurer reported a 


balance of $5833.31 in the various 
funds of the borough. 


Among the bills read and ordered 


paid was one of $110 for printing the 
improvement bonds and one of $2 for 
repairing the stop watch used in tim- 
ing automobile drivers. 


Expert >"OM at ^ork. 


A letter was received fiom 
the 


Clearfield Water company in which it 
was stated that the company's expert 
accountant is at woik on the books of 
the company and that he would be 
able to give the company a report in 
time to enable it to transmit to coun- 
cil the data desired as to the cost of 
construction and maintenance of the 
water plant, about August 4. 


It was decided that the only solu- 


tion to the difficulty on Hannah street 
was the constiuction of a 
sanitary 


sewer letting the property owners at- 
tend to their house drains as best 
they can. 


A number of sidewalks were re- 


ported in bad condition. 
The West 


Side M. E. church trustees will be 
directed to raise the walk in front of 
that building. 


Impure Milk and Water. 


Dr. Reilley, president of the board 


of health, was authorized to purchase 
an equipment and material necessary 
to the analyzation of the milk and wa- 
ter consumed in the borough. It was 
stated by Mr. Heck that there are 
four cases of typhoid fever in town 
and that the disease had been traced 
to the milk seld here. 


Property owners on South Second 


street will be notified to set their 
curbs and gutters preparatory to the 
repaving of that thoroughfare.

Burdensome Conditions Prevent 


Building ot a Bridge 


TO REPAIR OlF STRUCTURE 


Water Supply Commission Asked the 


Commissioners of Clearfield and 
Center Counties to Condemn Prop- 
erty and Expend Large Amount of 
Money in Erection of New Bridge, 
and Project Was Abandoned.\ 
A joint meeting of the county com- 


missioners of Center and Clearfield 
counties was held at the Sheffer hotel 
Philipsburg, Wednesday, to take up 
the question of a. bridge over Moshan- 
non creek at Presqueiste street. The 
subject of repairing the old bridge or 
building a new one has been under 
consideration for some time, and sev- 
eral months ago the later course was 
decided upon. 
Approval of the state 


water supply commission became nec- 
essary and plans were ubmitted to it 
in detail last April. Their decision 
on the matter was not reached until 
their July meeting, and word of the 
decision was received by the commis- 
sioners at the end of last week. 


Project Abandoned. 


The water supply commission ap- 


proved the plans submitted for a two 
span bridge, but coupled the same 
with such conditions and qualifica- 
tions that the project has had to be 
abandoned. 
Conditions imposed up- 


on the counties "would have involved 
the condemnation of a considerable 
stietch of Presqueisle street, for a 
third span, would have involved the 
counties in a probable expenditure of 
many thousands of dollars to pay 
damages to 
propery owners, and 


would have caused additional delay if 
the requirements of the commission 
were met. In addition those require- 
ments compelled the commissioners to 
guarantee the performance of certain 
conditions by the authorities of Chest- 
er Hill borough, which was beyond the 
power and jurisdiction of county com- 
missioners. The latter condition relat- 
ed to the street or road on the Chester 
Hill side of the bridge. 


Will Repair Old Bridge. 


The imperative need of some way 


of crossing the oeek without further 
delay, together with the burdensome 
conditions of the water supply com- 
mission, caused the abandonment of 
the proposed new bridge. Plans are 
now under way for the permanent re- 
pair of the present structure, and it is 
expected that work will be begun up- 
on it within a couple of weeks. On 
account of the serious illness of J. H. 
Wetzel, E. W. Hess, of Clearfield, 
was appointed engineer in charge of 
construction, and some opportunity 
will be given him to 
go over the 


plans and specifications before work 
is actually started. 
The commission- 


ers of the two counties were prepared 
to proceed with construction of the 
new bridge, and only the conditions 
imposed by the department at Harris- 
burg caused them to abandon that 
project.

the amount of thirty-eight thousand 
dollars, the funds derived from the 
sale to be used in making improve- 
ments in the borough. These improve- 
ments are absolutely necessary, com- 
prising for the most part 
sewering 


and paving. Clearfield is behind 
a 


number of the smaller towns in this 
section of the state, and it is not 
creditable to the town that it has not 
made greater progress in the matter 
of paving and sewering. 


The bids for the improvement bonds 


will be opened about the sixteenth of 
August. These bonds bear four per 
cent, interest, one per cent, higher 
than is paid by the banks for money 
deposited with them. Of the safety 
of an investment in these bonds noth- 
ing more need be said than that bonds 
issued by the borough of Clearfield 
are as good as those issued by any 
other municipality in the state. They | 
are based on an actual assessed valua- 
tion of over three million dollars and 
are as safe as government bonds. 


There is a large amount of money 


on deposit in the banks of Cleai field. 
The citizens to whom this money be- 
longs could use some of it in the pur- 
chase of bonds of the borough. The 
banks, which have in the past taken 
great interest in the development of 
Cleavfield, might take over a large 
number of these bonds as an invest- 
ment and as proof that the banks 
have faith in the future progress of 
the borough.

necessary, the fact that the same con 
elusion is reached in some other or 
all the other applications cannot be 
regarded by the appellate court as 
sufficient reason for impeaching the 
decision of the lower court 


That the demand for liquor hy con 


surners is not the sole and conclusive 
test to be applied in determining 
whether a license is necessary.

TWENTY-ROUND FIGHT 


IN LONDON TONIGHT 


George Barpentitr and Gunboat 


Smith to Try Conclislons 


(By International Ncwl Service) 


London, July 16—George Carpen- 


ticr, heavyweight champion of Europe 
and Gunboat Smith, America's white 
aspirant for the heavyweight cham- 
pionship of the world, meet tonight at 
Olyntpia in a twenty-round 
battle 


which is bound to make ring history. 
They fight for a purse of $45,000 and 
—what it more important—the right 
to meet Jack Johnson. 


Sporting men from 
the 
United 


States and France are here in large 
numbers and as much interest is be- 
ing taken as was shown at Paris on 
the occasion of the recent Johnson- 
Moran meeting. 
It is the first time 


that the champions of France and 
America in the heavyweight divi- 
sion (barring negioes) have ever met 
Opinion is greatly mixed. The dandy 
Carpentier is so idolized by French 
that it is impossible to get fair jud- 
ntent of him from Parisians. Few are 
trying to name the winner. 


Sentiment among the 
Americans, 


strange as it may seem, faveis the 
Frenchman. 
This is hard to account 


for. But there are certain men going 
about saying that the Gunner is not 
game—just on what they base this 
insult is hard to determine. 


Carpentier 
was 
born 
at Lena, 


France, on Jan. 12, 1894. Less than 
four years ago he was boxing in the 
116-pound class. 
Today he 
stands 


six feet one inch and 
%veighs 180 


pounds. 
He is a fast fighter and 


clever boxer. He is equally good at 
longer range and in-fighting. He can 
take punishment and in may respects j 
is more like an American than any | 
other man in Europe. 
I 


Carpentier has been boxing seven | 


years, although he is not yet 21 yeai-s | 
of age. 
This means that he began to 


take part in battles in the ring when 
he was thirteen. Smith began to fight 
as a professional in 1908. He began 
his experience in the ring when 20 
years old. He is now twenty-six. 
Both men are in the full glow of early 
manhood. They possess also the four 
essentials of successful 
pugilists— 


youth, strength, virility and the "wal- 
lop." 


No man has created a greater sen- 


sation in France during the last 20 
years than Carpentier. He is a pub- 
lic idol. Wherever he goes he is sur- 
rounded by a big crowd. Men and wo- 
men jostle each other to obtain 
a 


glimpse of him. Bronze statuetes 
of him in boxing poise can be found 
in every city and hamlet of France. 
His pictuies hold prominent places in 


I cafes and shop windows. He diesses 
| in the latest fashion and is such 


[ dandy that many things are called af- 
ter him. And all because in less than 
two years he placed France on the 
map in a position which she had never 
held before—that of being the birth- 
place and home of the 
best 
puze 


fighter in Europe. 


But Carpentier 
did not eain his 


honors without defeat. 
Like Napo- 


leon he has his Waterloo,but, un'ike 
that great fighter, he was not eclipsed 
when he met with a crushing defeat. 
He lost several battles early in his 
career. 
When in the bantamweight 


division he 
was 
knocked 
out 
by 


Gloria in six rounds—the first and 
only time when he was unable to re- 
spond when the referee counted ten 
ever him. He lest to Buck Shine and 
Young Snowball in the featherweight 
division. 
Dixie Kid, an 
American 


negro, defeated him in five rounds in 
1911 when he was a welterweight. 
After winning the middleweight titles 
of France and England, Frank Klaus, 
of Pittsburg, thrashed him so soundly 
in a bout at Dieppe, France, that Car- 
pentier in the nineteenth lound com- 
mitted a foul for which he was dis- 
qualified. Klaus won the midleweight 
championship of the world with this 
decision. This was in June, 1912. In 
October of that jear, Billy Papke, the 
Illinois Thundetbolt, who was then in 
Paris, forced Carpentier to "quit" af- 


ter pounding him till his face was a 
mass of cuts and bruises.

Mexico City, July 16—General Vic- 


toriana Huerta, provisional president 
of Mexico resigned at 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. 


Francisco Carbajal, minister of for- 


eign affairs, will act as provisional 
president until a president is elected. 


The Resignation. 


Huerta presented, his resignation as 


president of the republic to the cham- 
ber of deputies last evening, through 
the department of foreign relations. 


The resignation was referred to a 


committee, after it had been read. 


The deputies and spectators who 


filled the galleries 
shouted 
"Viva 


Hnerta!" 


At 7: 20 o'clock last evening Fran- 


cisco Carbajal took the oath of presi- 
dent before the assembled deputies 
and senators. 


The new executive, escorted by the 


presidential guards, went immediate'/ 
to the national palace. He was cheered 
by the people. 


All members of the Huerta cabinet 


have tendered their resignations. 


The First News. 


The newspapers story of Huerta's 


resignation was the first intimation 
the great mass of people here had 
that the dictator's regime had passed 
with Francisco Carbajal succeeding as 
president. 


Will Help to Prevent Rioting. 
The news caused 
no 
perceptible 


•change in the capital's daily life. With 
soldiers patrolling principle streets 
the night passed quietly. The troops 
and police are redoubling their efforts 
to prevent a possible outbreak today. 


The Madero leaders indorse Carba- 


jal and will urge Carianza to coop- 
erate with the Americans in main- 
taining peace. Other foreigners are 
advised to remain indoors. Should a 
regin of terror develop the interna- 
tional squadrons on the eas' coast are 
likely to rush marines to the scene. 


Carranza Acquesces. 


Saltillo, Mexico, July 16—General 


Carranza is willing to abide by the 
tenure of provisional President Car- 
bajal, provided it is but a step to the 
final triumph of the revolution. Upon 
the fiist sign of dickering or treach- 
ery Carranza will complete the cap- 
ture of the capital. 
This was made 


plain by Carranza's confidants here. 


May Leave Under Escort. 


Washington, July 16—Rear ad- 


miral Badger reported to the navy de- 
partment last night that reports 
reaching Vera 
Cruz said 
General 


Huerta and General Blanquet would 
"leave Mexico City by train under es- 
cort."

ber, 1915. 


Money for Firemen. 


Burgess Callahan made a number of 
recommendations regarding sidewalks 
and turned in a check for $350, li- 
cense fees collected.

Burdensome Conditions Prevent 


Building ot a Bridge 


TO REPAIR OlF STRUCTURE 


Water Supply Commission Asked the 


Commissioners of Clearfield and 
Center Counties to Condemn Prop- 
erty and Expend Large Amount of 
Money in Erection of New Bridge, 
and Project Was Abandoned.\ 
A joint meeting of the county com- 


missioners of Center and Clearfield 
counties was held at the Sheffer hotel 
Philipsburg, Wednesday, to take up 
the question of a. bridge over Moshan- 
non creek at Presqueiste street. The 
subject of repairing the old bridge or 
building a new one has been under 
consideration for some time, and sev- 
eral months ago the later course was 
decided upon. 
Approval of the state 


water supply commission became nec- 
essary and plans were ubmitted to it 
in detail last April. Their decision 
on the matter was not reached until 
their July meeting, and word of the 
decision was received by the commis- 
sioners at the end of last week. 


Project Abandoned. 


The water supply commission ap- 


proved the plans submitted for a two 
span bridge, but coupled the same 
with such conditions and qualifica- 
tions that the project has had to be 
abandoned. 
Conditions imposed up- 


on the counties "would have involved 
the condemnation of a considerable 
stietch of Presqueisle street, for a 
third span, would have involved the 
counties in a probable expenditure of 
many thousands of dollars to pay 
damages to 
propery owners, and 


would have caused additional delay if 
the requirements of the commission 
were met. In addition those require- 
ments compelled the commissioners to 
guarantee the performance of certain 
conditions by the authorities of Chest- 
er Hill borough, which was beyond the 
power and jurisdiction of county com- 
missioners. The latter condition relat- 
ed to the street or road on the Chester 
Hill side of the bridge. 


Will Repair Old Bridge. 


The imperative need of some way 


of crossing the oeek without further 
delay, together with the burdensome 
conditions of the water supply com- 
mission, caused the abandonment of 
the proposed new bridge. Plans are 
now under way for the permanent re- 
pair of the present structure, and it is 
expected that work will be begun up- 
on it within a couple of weeks. On 
account of the serious illness of J. H. 
Wetzel, E. W. Hess, of Clearfield, 
was appointed engineer in charge of 
construction, and some opportunity 
will be given him to 
go over the 


plans and specifications before work 
is actually started. 
The commission- 


ers of the two counties were prepared 
to proceed with construction of the 
new bridge, and only the conditions 
imposed by the department at Harris- 
burg caused them to abandon that 
project.

Clearfield 
will 
issue bonds 
in 


the amount of thirty-eight thousand 
dollars, the funds derived from the 
sale to be used in making improve- 
ments in the borough. These improve- 
ments are absolutely necessary, com- 
prising for the most part 
sewering 


and paving. Clearfield is behind 
a 


number of the smaller towns in this 
section of the state, and it is not 
creditable to the town that it has not 
made greater progress in the matter 
of paving and sewering. 


The bids for the improvement bonds 


will be opened about the sixteenth of 
August. These bonds bear four per 
cent, interest, one per cent, higher 
than is paid by the banks for money 
deposited with them. Of the safety 
of an investment in these bonds noth- 
ing more need be said than that bonds 
issued by the borough of Clearfield 
are as good as those issued by any 
other municipality in the state. They | 
are based on an actual assessed valua- 
tion of over three million dollars and 
are as safe as government bonds. 


There is a large amount of money 


on deposit in the banks of Cleai field. 
The citizens to whom this money be- 
longs could use some of it in the pur- 
chase of bonds of the borough. The 
banks, which have in the past taken 
great interest in the development of 
Cleavfield, might take over a large 
number of these bonds as an invest- 
ment and as proof that the banks 
have faith in the future progress of 
the borough.

ferred, however, that these bonds be

vides that the license court, on due 
consideration of a erctain application 
can conclude that that license is not 
necessary, the fact that the same con 
elusion is reached in some other or 
all the other applications cannot be 
regarded by the appellate court as 
sufficient reason for impeaching the 
decision of the lower court 


That the demand for liquor hy con 


surners is not the sole and conclusive 
test to be applied in determining 
whether a license is necessary.

Chop to- 
gether hard cooked eggs and roast 
pork or boiled ham, mix with the but- 
ter dressing and spread on thin slices 
of bread. 


Yankee.—Mince

of bread. 


Scotch.—Blend three tablespoonfuls 


of butter, one tablespoonful of pre- 
pared mustard, salt, pepper and yolk 
of egg; stir into this minced lamb, lay 
on rye bread cut thin and buttered. 


Parisian.—Mince turtle meat, terra- 


pin or frogi' legs which have been 
cooked, mix with mayonnaise dressing 
and spread on lettuce leaves, put be- 
tween slices of French bread, cut 
thin and well buttered. 


Bohemian.—Chop up very fine any 


kind of wild fowl, bird or game meat 
that has been boiled or roasted. Put 
it in a saucepan with sufficient gravy 
to soften it; add a piece of butter, pep- 
per, celery and mild spices; while 
heating, mix these ingredients to a 
smooth paste; when cold spread on 
slices of stale bread. A few drops of 
lemon Juice squeezed over the sand- 
wich before putting the slices together 
Improves the sandwich.

TWENTY-ROUND FIGHT 


IN LONDON TONIGHT 


George Barpentitr and Gunboat 


Smith to Try Conclislons 


(By International Ncwl Service) 


London, July 16—George Carpen- 


ticr, heavyweight champion of Europe 
and Gunboat Smith, America's white 
aspirant for the heavyweight cham- 
pionship of the world, meet tonight at 
Olyntpia in a twenty-round 
battle 


which is bound to make ring history. 
They fight for a purse of $45,000 and 
—what it more important—the right 
to meet Jack Johnson. 


Sporting men from 
the 
United 


States and France are here in large 
numbers and as much interest is be- 
ing taken as was shown at Paris on 
the occasion of the recent Johnson- 
Moran meeting. 
It is the first time 


that the champions of France and 
America in the heavyweight divi- 
sion (barring negioes) have ever met 
Opinion is greatly mixed. The dandy 
Carpentier is so idolized by French 
that it is impossible to get fair jud- 
ntent of him from Parisians. Few are 
trying to name the winner. 


Sentiment among the 
Americans, 


strange as it may seem, faveis the 
Frenchman. 
This is hard to account 


for. But there are certain men going 
about saying that the Gunner is not 
game—just on what they base this 
insult is hard to determine. 


Carpentier 
was 
born 
at Lena, 


France, on Jan. 12, 1894. Less than 
four years ago he was boxing in the 
116-pound class. 
Today he 
stands 


six feet one inch and 
%veighs 180 


pounds. 
He is a fast fighter and 


clever boxer. He is equally good at 
longer range and in-fighting. He can 
take punishment and in may respects j 
is more like an American than any | 
other man in Europe. 
I 


Carpentier has been boxing seven | 


years, although he is not yet 21 yeai-s | 
of age. 
This means that he began to 


take part in battles in the ring when 
he was thirteen. Smith began to fight 
as a professional in 1908. He began 
his experience in the ring when 20 
years old. He is now twenty-six. 
Both men are in the full glow of early 
manhood. They possess also the four 
essentials of successful 
pugilists— 


youth, strength, virility and the "wal- 
lop." 


No man has created a greater sen- 


sation in France during the last 20 
years than Carpentier. He is a pub- 
lic idol. Wherever he goes he is sur- 
rounded by a big crowd. Men and wo- 
men jostle each other to obtain 
a 


glimpse of him. Bronze statuetes 
of him in boxing poise can be found 
in every city and hamlet of France. 
His pictuies hold prominent places in 


I cafes and shop windows. He diesses 
| in the latest fashion and is such 


[ dandy that many things are called af- 
ter him. And all because in less than 
two years he placed France on the 
map in a position which she had never 
held before—that of being the birth- 
place and home of the 
best 
puze 


fighter in Europe. 


But Carpentier 
did not eain his 


honors without defeat. 
Like Napo- 


leon he has his Waterloo,but, un'ike 
that great fighter, he was not eclipsed 
when he met with a crushing defeat. 
He lost several battles early in his 
career. 
When in the bantamweight 


division he 
was 
knocked 
out 
by 


Gloria in six rounds—the first and 
only time when he was unable to re- 
spond when the referee counted ten 
ever him. He lest to Buck Shine and 
Young Snowball in the featherweight 
division. 
Dixie Kid, an 
American 


negro, defeated him in five rounds in 
1911 when he was a welterweight. 
After winning the middleweight titles 
of France and England, Frank Klaus, 
of Pittsburg, thrashed him so soundly 
in a bout at Dieppe, France, that Car- 
pentier in the nineteenth lound com- 
mitted a foul for which he was dis- 
qualified. Klaus won the midleweight 
championship of the world with this 
decision. This was in June, 1912. In 
October of that jear, Billy Papke, the 
Illinois Thundetbolt, who was then in 
Paris, forced Carpentier to "quit" af- 


ter pounding him till his face was a 
mass of cuts and bruises. 


Since his battle with Papke, Car- 


penter has 
had an 
uninterrupted 


string of victories. 
With increasing 


avordupois came greater strength and 
skill and he won every battle that he 
fought in 1913 and 1914. It was his 
two knockout victories over Bombar- 
dier Wells, the first at Ghent, Bel- 
gium, in four rounds, and the second 
at the National Sporting club of Lon- 
don in less than one round, that gave 


: him his great piestige.

Gunboat Smith's real name is Ed- 


I ward Eckhad. 
He was born May 8, 


I 1888, in Philadelphia. 
He is a six 


footer and weighs 189 pounds in fight- 
ing trim 
He earned his nom-de-img 


because he was a gunner in theAmeii- 
can navy. While a sailor he leain<;d 
to box. He is the knockout aitist "par 
i 


excellence" among the "white hopes" 
of America. 
He has 
earned more 


victones with one punch than any 
other man since the days of John L 
Sullivan.
